REMARKS 

Claims 26-64 are pending. Claims 1 and 3-18, 20-25 and 65- 
109 have been cancelled. Accordingly, no new matter has been 
added. Additionally, no new issues have been raised by way of the 
present submission which would require additional search and/or 
consideration on the part of the Examiner. Applicants have simply 
cancelled rejected claims. 

If the present submission does not place the application in 
condition for allowance, entry thereof is respectfully requested 
as placing the application into better form for appeal.

Non-elected Claims

application directed to these claims. 

Issues Under 35 U-S-C, S102 (b) 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 5-17, 20, 22, 24 and 109 
under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as being anticipated by Li. Applicants 
respectfully traverse this rejection. Applicants submit that each 
of these claims has been cancelled, thus, this rejection is moot. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal thereof are respectfully requested. 
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Issues Under 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) 

The Examiner has rejected claims 3-4, 18, 21, 23 and 25 under 
35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being obvious over Li. 

Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection and submit 
that each of the rejected claims has been cancelled. Thus, this 
rejection is moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal thereof are 
respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 26-64 are allowable. 
Since these are the only pending claims, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the present application is in condition for allowance.
